limit. Most of the employes are 
young workers. More than half are 
Negroes. 

Racial Prejudice. 


We are told that we belong to a 
“better race,” that we must not as- 
sociate with the Negroes. This is 
to keep us divided, so we cannot 
form a union against the sbosses, 

Tremendous Profits, 

Tremendous profits are made by 
the owners of the Brown aril Wil- 
liamgon Tobacco Company. Within 
the past few years, the value of 
the stock in the company has in- 
creased several times. While the 
workers are starving and living in 
shacks on mud-paved streets, the 
bosses are living in luxury. They 
are deliberately blind to the terrible 
conditions and the sort of life the 
workers are forced into by poverty. 


I heard one of the girlfghere, who 
gets about $10 per week, complain 
about her starvation wage. She was 
told by the foreman that there are 
“other ways” to make money. In 
reality, many are forced into a life 
of shame. 

I have been in the North, and tho 
they are bad enough there, they are 
nothing compared to this tobacco 
and textile center of the South. But 


the young workers here have never 
known anything better, and most of 
them have no idea of a union to 
fight for better things.
